THE GREEK SLAVE. 

Powers began his artistic career in Cincinnati and Washing- 
ton, where he executed a number of portrait busts, then in 1837 
took up his residence in Florence, where he continued to reside 
until the time of his death, and where he gained unbounded 
popularity. The "Greek Slave" was finished n 1843 and at 
once attracted world-wide notice, placing its author in the 
front rank of contemporary sculptors, and giving great im- 
petus to the slowly awakening art taste of this country. The 
statue was sold to Prince Demidoff for $4,000, and at the 
death of that nobleman it was bought by A. T. Stewart for 
$11,000. After the death of Mr. Stewart it came into the 
possession of the Hilton family, where it has remained ever 
since. A replica is in the Corcoran Gallery at Washington, 
and another is owned in England.
